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Group Politics Plays Role hi 


Legislature, Mr. Jones Says 





Life of an assemblyman, now 
in session with the state legis- 
lature at Sacramento, is that of 
committee meetings, group ses- 
sions and attendance at the as- 
sembly meetings. 

“Very little partisan politics 
are noted, but the great trouble 
and handicap is group politics,” 
Isaac Jones, assemblyman from 
this district, related as he pre- 
pared to leave for the state cap- 
ital and participate in the final 
session of the officials until 
1932. 

He recited the experience of 
one of the legislators, who 
sought to get a bill passed, the 
measure not meeting with Mr. 
Jones’ approval for in his be- 
lief it was not for the best in- 
terest of the general public. 

“Well, if we can’t do a little 
something for our friends while 
here, what’s the use of us com- 
ing,” the man was quoted by 
Mr, Jones as saying. 

The Ontario attorney and as- 
semblyman explained that group 
politics comes first over partisan 
politics, with one faction giving 
and taking with another fac-

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adopted, and for this stand he 
is known among the Sacramento 
legislators. 

First part of the present ses- 
sion will be largely devoted to 


committee meetings, in which 
committees will discuss the 
given to them and 


make a report to the assembly. 
During this session, each as- 
semblyman is permitted to sub- 
mit two new bills. 

More responsibility should be 
given the legislature in handling 
the tax problem, in Mr. Jones’ 
belief. So many restrictions are 
placed on the officials by ~the 
state constitution that little 
power is left for legislative ac- 
tion, he said. 

“The tendency today is to 
give more power in money mat- 
ters to the legislature, but there 
is a feeling that more time 
should be given for study,” the 
official said. ‘This talk of more 
time was heard several years 
ago, and it is still being heard.” 

He described the legislators’ 
present power as that of a “rub- 
ber stamp” in tax matters. The 
measure sponsored by C. E.
